College 
seeks  more 
attractive 
students

Concerned  that  the  improve- 
ment in  academic  caliber  has  had 
a negative  impact  on  the  attractive- 
ness of  the  student  body,  the 
college  has  released  revisions  to 
the  upcoming  strategic  plan. 

The  highest  priority  of  the 
amended  plan  is  raising  the  level 
of  “hotness”  on  Loyola’s  campus. 
This  change  coincides  with  the 
release  of  the  results  of  the  food 
consumption  study  done  by  the 
independent  firm  Hyatt-Ohxedos 
study  seiV'ices.  The  study  found 
that  rising  grade  point  averages,  a 
dramatic  increase  in  junk  food 
consumption  and  a dramatic 
decrease  in  the  consumption  of 
salad  and  muscle  building  weight 
gainer  products  is  to  blame.

After  discussions  among  the 
faculty,  staff  and  administration, 
the  college  announced  last  week 
that  it  will  be  canceling  the  Easter 
vacation  and  extending  finals 
through  senior  week  to  make  up 
for  this  year’s  snow  days. 

“Given  the  unprecedented 
storms  this  winter,  we  had  to  take 
this  unprecedented  step,”  said 
Assistant  Vice  President  of 
Academic  Affairs  Tiffany 
Schummer. 

At  first,  the  college  had  decided 
to  Just  continue  the  academic  year 
as  scheduled  without  any  make-up 
days.  But  as  with  the  initial 
cancelation  of  school  the  week  of 
the  record  snow,  the  decision  was 
delayed  by  poor  communication 
between  faculty'  and  the  admini- 
stration. 

“Certainly  this  is  not  an  optimal 
solution,  but  we  just  lost  so  much 
time  and  the  faculty  said  they 
simply  could  not  sacrifice  one 
single  item  on  their  syllabus,” 
Schummer  said. 

Students  clearly  were  less  than 
pleased  with  the  announcement, 
but  Senior  Class  President 
Christine  Maloblocki,  who 
suggested  canceling  senior  week 
in  addition  to  Easter  Break,  said 
her  classmates  should  just  “deal 
with  it.” 

“Anyone  who  wants  to  sacrifice 
precious  learning  hours,  especially 
in  their  senior  year,  is  no  friend  of 
mine,”  Maloblocki  said.  “As  I 
prepare  to  enter  the  workforce, 
every  fact  about  Congress,  the 
Vietnam  War  and  biology  is  a 


precious  commodity.” 

The  college  was  unable  to 
postpone  graduation  because  they 
had  already  placed  a multi-million 
dollar  deposit  on  the  First  Mariner 
Arena  (formerly  the  Baltimore 
Arena).  A change  in  commence- 
ment speaker  would  not  have  been 
required,  however,  because  one 
still  has  not  been  named. 

The  Fitness  and  .Aquatic  Center, 
Boulder,  Primo’s  and  the  book- 
store will  remain  closed  during 
those  periods,  meaning  students 
will  have  to  make  other  arrange- 
ments for  food  and  beverages  at 
that  time. 


“I'm  just  going  to  stock  up  on 
Easter  Eucharist,”  one  student 
said. 

This  winter,  Loyola  had  a total 
of  seven  snow  days,  including  five 
as  a result  of  February’s  record- 
setting winter  storm. 

Additionally,  because  snow- 
cleanup  was  not  originally  in- 
cluded in  preliminary  budget 
forecasts,  students  will  be  charged 
S50  for  each  individual  class 
period.  Students  who  are  unable 
to  get  refunds  for  airline  and  train 
tickets  already  purchased  will  not 
be  reimbursed. 

Monica  Leal  a graduate  student 


at  Johns  Hopkins,  took  delight  in 
Loyola  students’  suffering. 

“At  first  I w'as  upset  that  Loyola 
got  so  many  days  off  from  the 
blizzard  and  we  only  got  two,  but 
this  more  than  makes  up  for  it,” 
Leal  said. 

The  additional  school  days  do 
have  a silver  lining,  however.  The 
Greyhound  will  now  be  publishing 
two  more  issues  than  originally 
planned.  Arts  & Society  Editor 
Faith  Hayden  is  disappointed, 
however. 

“That  means  I have  to  spend  two 
more  weekends  in  the  God- 
damned office,”  Hayden  said.

In  an  effort  to  offset  the  abundance  of

CCWVR  has  numerous  events  planned

Feelgood  said  that  her  office  will  make 
no  effort  to  promote  Nothing  Week  to  break 
from  the  norm  of  printing  thousands  of  signs 
no  one  reads  and  sending  untold  millions 
of  electronic  reminders  that  everyone 
deletes.  CCWVR  hopes  that  the  lack  of 
publicity  will  beef  up  student  participation 
in  nothing. 

Non-promoted  events  include  a question 
and  answer  panel,  a lecture,  a forum,  a 
women’s  lacrosse  game  and  a catered  movie 
night. 

The  Greyhound  was  unable  to  acquire 
times,  dates  or  places  for  any  of  these  events 
because,  according  to  CCWVR,  nothing  is 
happening  between  April  7 and  April  1 1 . 

To  mimic  the  typical  involvement  of 
Loyola  students,  no  panelists  will  show  up 
to  the  question  and  answer  discussion.

No  food  will  be  served  at  the  catered 
movie  night,  and  no  movie  will  be  shown 
to  encourage  students  not  to  come  and 
continue  doing  nothing.

Golom  seizes  power  in  SGA
